CHINA AND THE 
POWERS. 


Lr the Sturm und Drang of 
Chinese politics allows the Central 
Government sufficient respite to 
tuke stock of its position, it will 
find itself to-day in the unusual 
situation of having disposed almost 
entirely of all points of issue 
between no less than four out of 
six foreign Governments and itself. 
In the case of Germany and France | 
there would seem to be no question 
of significance to thoir interests in 
China awaiting settlement in Pe- 
king. Mr. W. W. Rockhill, the 
experienced representative of the 
United States, is able to quit his 
post to return to Washington with 
the knowledge that he leaves a 
clean slate bebind him. Again 
between Great Britain and China the 
more crucial incidents that have 
for some time engrossed diplomacy 
on both sides have achieved prac- 
tically if not absolutely their final 
adjustment. The Tientsin-Pukou 
Railway agreement, in which both 
British and German capital is 
interested, has been duly signed, 
and its ratification has passed 
unchallenged in the provinces con- 
cerned—warranting the inference 
that, whereas a few favoured 
districts may have sufficient money 
to build a line themselves, adequate 
railway communication throu, hout 
the Empire at large can only be 
obtained by the judicious employ- 
ment of foreign capital. In regard 
to the Chékiang Railway negotia- 
tions a satisfactory modus vivendi 
has been arrived at; the loan is 
taken up by the Ministry of Posts 
and Communications and re-lent 
to the provincial exchequers :

These 
two officials would seem to have 
inaugurated a new aspect of Chi~ 
nese diplomacy, which, if allowed 
to obtain a firm foothold in Peking 
traditions, is of considerable pro- 
mise for the future. Much ret 
to be done to bring China into line 
with modern governments, but it is 
impossible to withhold acknowledge- 
ment of the success of first steps in 
the right direction. Each of these 
steps has entailed the arduous 
task of surmounting reactionary 
obstruction, and the fact that mach 
yet remains to be accomplished-is 
Shown by the complaint of the 
Japancse that not a single question 
pending between them and China 
since the late war has been settled.

whether or indirectly 
incarred. It is some such con- 
sideration, doubtless, that prompted 
“The Times” to point, out. 
that in her negotiations with 
Japan on the subject of Manchuria 
China mast not lose sight of the 
fact that she owes to Japan any 
title she has to-day to the Three 
Eastern Provinces. The condensa- 
tion of a leading article into a tele- 
graphic summary inevitably pro- 
duces a bald statement, and, because 
no mention was made of the point, 
it is not to be supposed that due 
recognition = necorded in Great 
Britain to the signs of progress 
already manifest in Chinese diplo- 
macy. China cannot altogether 
escape from the consequences of 
hor past actions.. Few nations will 
wish to visit her sins upon her 
in any concrete form, but they may 
well expect a reasonable spirit in 
negotiation. Within the. last. few 
months Great Britain has certain- 
ly been met in such a spirit, and 
we may hope that’ our experience 
may be shared by. other nations. 
‘That China stands ‘to ,lose nothing 
by her new diplomacy is abundant 
ly proved by. the fact that., her. re~ 
cent railway agreements are far 
more favourable than any she has 
ratified before, and they natarally 
will serve -as--che-basis - of 
sitnilarsnegotiations in the foture.”

Certainly it is regrettable that 
a movement scarcely fifty years 
old, that may — loosely be 
styled the emancipation of woman, 
should so quickly have degenerat- 
ed to undignified street brawls. 
Throughout that movement, not the 
least significant feature of a noted 
era in the world’s progress, a calm 
dignity has been the distinctive 
characteristic of all those who have 
contributed to its rapid growth. 
Whether in education or public 
work, in philanthropy or politics 
the position occupied by woman to- 
day has been won by perseverance, 
it is trae, but at the same time by 
steady ability and honest conscien- 
tiousness. Especially to the polit- 
ical exigencies of the time have 
women adapted themselves, and as 
platform speakers and organizers 
they bring an enthusiasm and con- 
viction that are bound to carry 
influence. Each step, however, in 
the rapid process of emancipation, 
apart from legislative enactments, 
bears the stamp of individual effort, 
the natural insistence upon the re- 
cognition of merit, rather than 
the wide claim of equality for 
equality’s sake. In the very 
method of urging female suffrage 
there is a striking note of 
differentiation from the quiet move- 
ment that has made women pro- 


logical conclusion it must entail, 
where the female population 
exceeds the male, the ultimate 
predominance of women in the 
legislature and fear the effect 
of such a situation on the counsels 
of the Empire. The counter- 
argament that this fear presupposes 
a solid female party in antagonism 
to the male element applies equally 
to the suffragettes of to-day, who 
would have us believe that anta- 
gonism to women’s interests must 
necessarily lark in the legislation of 
men. Hopes of any compromise

A referendum to the nation will, at 
least, give decision to the Govern- 
ment’s attitude, and if the vote 
prove adverse, it will provide the 
authorities with sanction for the 
application of the utmost rigour of 
the law. The division of mankind 
into the weaker and the stronger 
sex may be rapidly becoming un- 
sciontific, but for present purposes 
it affords an argument for rotaining 
the direction and preservation of 
states in the hands of males. More- 
over, practical accuracy was un- 
wittingly admitted by the tearful 








minent among educationalists, on 
four looal boards and. inspectorates, 
on the platform and in various 
professions.

BELGIUM AND THE 
CONGO. 


January 21. 

THE text of the Treaty of 
Ceasion of the Independent Congo 
State to Belgium has tow been 
made public ; early in December a 
Bill to ratify it was laid opon 
the table of the Belgian Chamber, 
and, after an animated discussion, 
referred to a Committee of 17. 
The action of the Chamber when 
the Treaty again comes before 
it will be watched with interest 
throughout Europe, and particular- 
ly by those Powers’ that took part 
in the West African Conference of 
1884-5. Fourteen Governments 
were interested in the inauguration 
of King Leopold’s enterprise, and 
in the protection of commerce, 
prohibition of monopolies, and just 
treatment of the natives proclaimed 
by that Conference. King Leo- 
pold, therefore, was placed in the 
position of a trustee, answerable to 
the signatories of the Conference 
for the administration of the vast 
territory over which he assumed 
sovereignty. It is almost s matter 
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-of common knowledge how the 
solemn pledges given at Berlin 
have been violated, how the Congo 
administration has introduced mono- 
lies in their worst form, and 
yw the unfortunate natives of the 
“Independent” State have suf- 
fered from the lust for rubber of 
the agents of King Leopold and 
the other shareholders in the: 
organizations formed to exploit 
the country. Intervention would 
have been inevitable long since 
but for petty international jeal- 
ousies that stayed the hands of 
the nations to whom King Leopold 
was responsible. For years past 
the maladministration of ‘the Congo 
has been a perennial topic in the 
legislatures of Europe, and neither 
coercion, not a subsidized press 
has been able to veil the 
truth. The present treaty does 
not constitute the first attempt to 
cede the Congo territory to 
Belgium. A treaty, similar to the 
present one in many respects, was 
unsuccessfully submitted to the 
Chamber in 1895. He wonld be 
an optimist indeed who would 
venture to predict a different fate 
for the treaty that is now sub- 
mitted. 

The actual treaty is simple in 
the extreme, comprising only four 
brief articles, but voluminous 
schedules form an essential part of 
it, and it is round these that 
hostile criticism will centre. By 
the Treaty the Independent Congo 
State with the obligations and rights 
appertaining thereto, is ceded to 

igium, subject to the recognized 
rights of third parties, and the 
acceptance of certain liabilities and 
financial engagements. The report 
concerning the transfer fixes the 
assets of the Colony at Frs. 
120,000,000 (£4,800,000), and its 
liabilities, including the public and 
all other debts, at Frs.

dated December 22, 1906, when 
the latter handed over to the 
Congo State all rights over the 
rubber forests in the Domaine for a 
period of twelve years, the State 
agreeing to deliver to the Fonda- 
tion, on the quay at Antwerp, all 
the produce it collected in this 
territory:—namely, rubber at 3f. 
50c. per kilo. ; copal at 95c. per 
kilo. ; and ivory at 10£. 50c. per 
kilo. It is easy to foresee that 
there will be strenuous opposition 
to the idea of the Belgian State 
collecting rubber, copal and ivory 
for the benefit of the Fondation, 
more especially as the revenues 
derived therefrom are to be devot- 
ed to the payment of handsome 
incomes to members of the Royal 

ly and to architectural and 
other sumptuary purposes in Bel- 
gium. Though on paper the Do- 
‘maine ceases to be an imperium in 
imperio its acquisition by Belgium 
is so hedged about with restrictions 
and conditions that it might well 
prove a serious financial burden to 
Belgium. The Domaine has been, 
notorious for the abuses in existence 
there, and any attempt to introduce 
much-needed reforms might be 
found seriously to clash with those 
rights of third parties that Belgium 
is asked to respect. 

It is probable that the Treaty 
will have to be considerabl 
modified if it is to pass throug! 
the Chamber. Belgium has no 
ambition to become a colonial 
power, and, moreover, the Belgian 
people has a conscience. It realizes 
that the eyes of Europe are upon 
the Congo and that many expen- 
sive reforms will be necessary 
before the stain of the existing 
administration is effaced. Reas- 
suring as the budget returns 
quoted above appear on paper, it 
has to be remembered that large 
tracts of the country have been 
depopulated or squeezed dry, and 
it is more than likely that the 
inauguration of a just administra 
tion would result in a large de- 
crease in revenue and the incidence 
of a heavy deficit on the Belgian 
taxpayer. That the Congo State 
could, in time, be made to pay under 
just laws there can be no doubt, but 
the beginning of a new administra 
tion is always expensive, especially 
where its hands are tied by the 
rights of third parties. Many of 
the objectionable features of the 
Domaine de la Couronne would 
remain under the terms of the 
proposed cession, and for this 
reason, and because of the un- 
favourable reception with which its 
publication has been metin Belgium, 
We are pessimistic concerning the 
fate of the long-awaited treaty. 
It is, -however, sincerely to be 























hoped question of annex- 
ing the Congo will not be inde- 
finitely shelved, as was the case 
when the treaty of 1895 was in- 
troduced into the Chamber. 





TO-MORROW’S 
ELECTION. 


January 22. 

In welcoming the event of a 
municipal election even on the 
‘small scale entailed by the nomina~ 
tion’ of eleven candidates for nine 
seats we presumed that the issue 
would turn on personality and not 
on nationality. Forty-four years 
ago when the difficulty of policing 
the American settlement of Hong- 
kew led to its incorporation with 
the British Settlement no mention 
was made of proportionate repre- 
sentation on the Council, nor has 
the question of national representa~ 
tion over been brought before that 
body from outside. At a time when 
election on national lines would 
have precluded the appointment of 
any one nota British subject toa 
part in the administration of this 
Settlement the Council of its own 
accord determined to allot two seats 
toan American and a German re- 
sident, and this practice has now 
become a tradition. Our German 
contemporary “ Der Ostasiatische 
Lloyd” is correct in saying that 
there is no law to this effect, and in 
the event of this or that Ratepayer 
showing himself specially interested 
in and qualified to deal with 
municipal affairs he would natural- 
ly be selected as a member of the 
Council regardless of his nationality. 
Between this principle and an 
attempt to reduce the British ele- 
ment on the Council gua British to 
the proportion of five to four there 
is a wide gulf fixed. The latter 
course, however, has been de- 
termined upon by a few American 
and German fellow-residents, who 
have surreptitiously put their heads 
together, and to-morrow we are 
promised the regrettable introduc- 
tion of national questions into our 
municipal elections.. The modus 
operandi has been to give no overt 
evidence of any desire ‘to alter the 
representation on the Council ; to 
allow the custom of filling a 
“ticket” on the ordinary lines of 
seven British, one American and 
one German as Councillors to be 
followed; and then a few 
minutes before the hour of closing 
the nominations to nominate addi- 
tional American and German can- 
lates, trusting to a sysem of 
plumping” votes to-secure the 
election of both Americans and 
both Germans. The -pisode savours 
of the thin end vf the Tammany 
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wedge, and it would be idle on the 
part of the British population to 
pretend to regard it as other than 
an unfriendly act. 

It has never been and will never 
be contended that our American 
and German fellow-residents may 
not be equally as capable as any seven 
Britons of conducting the affairs of 
this Settlement. The national 
question to the best of our know- 
ledge has at no time been raised in 
regard to the promotion of the 
interests of the foreign community 
asa whole. But we do hold that 
the principle of maintaining the 
municipal administration of Shai 
hai on sound British lines is justi- 
fied by the historical origin of this 
Settlement and by practical con- 
siderations of wisdom and expedi- 
‘eney. The possible alternative is 
an unworkable congeries of con- 
ficting counsels to the elimination 
of sound government and all 
municipal progress. The promoters 
of the national issue at to-morrow’s 
election argue that because there 
are so-and-so many Americans, so- 
and-so many Germans in the Set 
tlement, these nationalities are en. 
titled to greater representation. 
Such an argument carried to its 
logical conclusion would admit a 
dozen nationalities into the Council 
on purely political lines. Experi- 
ence teaches the utter hopelessness 
of a body so corporated. Even if 
we were to accept national con- 
siderations in the question, an 
irrefutable answer would be 


prided by pointing ont that 
itish preponderance on the 
Council is justified by the fact that 
weare the natural trustees of the 
6,000 residents of other nationali- 
ties, not British, nor American, 
vor German. But we do not admit 
this intrusion of the national issue, 
for in the government of the Settle- 
ment as hitherto administered 
there has been no room, no cause 
for such considerations. To attempt 
to introduce them to-day argues a 
possible desire in certain quarters 
to break away from “ unnational ” 
administration. It is futile to urge 
that American interests will be 
looked after in a more effective 
manner by Mr. J. H. McMichael 
and another than by Mr. McMichael 
alone, when American interests are 
essentially, or at least should be, 
the interests of the community at 
large. “National” interests have 
no place in Shanghai, unless among 
people who regret that the Council 
does not support particular interests 
faite allocation of tenders or the

national issue in to-morrow’s elec- 
tions foresaw the _ possibilities 
underlying their action, and that in 
agreeing to “plump” for their 
candidates they had realized that 
they were stuitifying the spirit of 
the election. Most certain are we 
that Mr. D. Coath, a newcomer to 
Shanghai, did not appreciate the 
full purport of the action to which 
he has lent himself—an action 
from which Mr. McMichael, who, 
sacrificing himself to a stern sense 
of duty at a time when no other 
American would accept nomination, 
has brought a high standard of 
intelligence and the utmost keen- 
ness to bear on municipal affairs, 
would naturally dissociate himself. 
We feel equally sure that Mr. O. 
Meuser after a long term of 
valuable service on the Council 
will view the proceedings with dis- 
favour, while we do not for a 
moment imagine that Mr. (). Steph- 
arius, who has always been look- 
ed upon as a worthy successor to 
the German seat on the Council, 
has fully appreciated the new ele- 
ment that it is sought to introduce 
into municipal affairs. Both Mr. 
Coath and Mr. Stepharius are men 
who would per se be welcomed on 
the Council, if nominated to repre- 
sent the interests of the community: 
as a whole as against exclusively 
American interests ; but as neither: 
has as yet shown any special 
concern in Municipal affairs this 
explanation of their candidatnre 
falls to the ground. There is 
yet time to save an unfortunate 
contretemps. The fact remains, 
however, that unless Messrs. D. 
Coath and C. Stepharius withdraw, 
‘a section of the American and the 
German residents is understood to 
have decided to “plump” at to- 
morrow’s voting, and these tactics 
can only be thwarted by every 
British ratepayer recording his vote. 
We trust that not one will fail the 
community on this occasion.

‘Tuene is is a superstition in Fleet 
Street, amounting almost to a 
maxim, that journalists should never 
anticipate obituaries. To moralize 
on a man before he is dead, excep- 
ting always politicians, is to be 
bidden to his funeral the next week : 
and so, for all that he has done 
little to deserve the friendship of 
Englishmen, we may hesitate to 
speak of the life-work of M. Henri 
Rochefort, the breezy, outrageous, 








truculent, witty, warm-hearted, 








gasconading Marquis de Rochefo: 
Lucay. But the announcement 
that he has lately returned to the 
« Figaro,” his first real love in the 
journalistic world, is too strong a 
temptation. Six or seven years ago 
when the “ Intransigeant ” and its 
editor were clamouring that France 
should take up the cause of les amis 
Boers, (of whom ninety-five per 
cent of Frenchmen had never heard 
until the outbreak of war), -and 
wreak a glorious revenge on per- 
fidious Albion, we might have 
wished for a pen as vitriolic as M. 
Rochefort’s to satisfy our feelings 
towards him. But time does not 
only “sour our temper, thin our 
tresses.” It becomes possible to 
view M. Rochefort’s career as a 
whole ; to realize that “ crapulous 
imbeciles,” his favourite phrase, 
was applied as often to M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau and the Dreyfusards as to 
milord Salisbury, sir Chamberlain et 
Cie ; above all to make allowance 
for that saving grace of humour and 
drollery which differentiated him 
from such merely unclean writers 
and caricaturists as MM. Dramont 
and Millevoye, Léandre and 
Willette. In M. Rochefort’s case 
also time has worked a notable 
change. His tresses, indeed it has 
conspicuously failed to thin, and his 
white mane waves to every gust of 
passion as exuberantly as ever it 
did ; but the passion is of a differ- 
ent order, and at the age of seventy- 
eight he lays down the political 
bludgeon to resume that delightful 
light comedy pen which he aban- 
doned over forty years ago. Neither 
long disuse nor age has yet al- 
together staled his infinite variety. 
By his own account it was an 
accident that M. Rochefort ever be- 
came a politiciag. “ On m’a coiffé 
d'un bonnet rouge (aniversal ensi 
of buccaneering), je le gard tS 
wrote in an early number of “La 
Lanterne,” the political pamphlet 








which he founded on quitting the 
“Figaro.” Considerii at he only 
parted company with the latter 


journal because his scathing com- 
ments on the Second Empire got 
him and it into trouble, the p 

that politics were forced on him as 
a métier sounds a little hollow. At 
any rate it is as a politician, or 
rather a political journalist that we: 
know him best: and indeed it may 
be said that M. Rochefort is one of 
the few French journalists with 
whom the English public has ever 
become thoroughly familiar. The 
period of the Boer War- certainly 
brought us into acquaintance wi 

other writers. MM. Dramont and 
Millevoye of “La Libre Parole” 
and “ La Patrie” respectively have 
been already mentioned. ‘They may 
be dismissed. The late M. Valfrey, 
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sometimes known as“ Whist ” of the 
“ Figaro” was listened to for his 
iatimste knowledge of British 
affairs, (if we are not mistaken he 
once served on the French Embassy 
in London), and because he was be- 
lieved to voice the opinions of the 
French Government. M. Cornély, 
also of the “ Figaro” but passing 
later to the “Sidole,” hated by the 
Royalists whose cause he had de- 
serted to serve the Republicans, was 
well received by those who followed 
French affairs for his wit and 
versatility. M. Yves Guyot, editor 
of the “Sidcl,” we know as the firm 
friend of England in the days when 
even the wise and temperate 
“Temps” and “ Journal des Débats” 
ir heads and sang pro-Boer. 
Bat M. Henri Rochefort was a more 


real figore than all these ; perhaps | | 


because he had aetually found 
syle in Bagland when his 
Boulanger drove 
out of erat hee ps because it 
was impossible be nee be amused 
malgré soi by his writings however 
outrageous.

A STRIKING RECORD. 


A. little belated, but none the less 
exciting, there reach us some statisti 
issued by the French Ministry 
Labour, of the onunber of strikes which 
took place in France in the year 1906. 
ures are as cause of sheer terror in 
y, minds, and seldom suggest 
exhilarating reading : but they may be 
pardoned on this occasion for their 
extraordinary values. In the one year 
there were no less than 1,309 strikes 
in France. These involved 380,435 
men, 41,335 women and 16,710 jeunes 
gene, by which presumably ‘are meant 
in this case girls and youths. These 

were occupied in 19,637 
establishments, and their combined 
recalcitrance involved 9,438,594 days 
of idleness, in which, however, must be 
included 746,490 days enforced upon 
29,305 work people who did not-wish to 
strike. Compare with this the relative 
peace and industry of the previous year 
when there were but 830 strikes in- 
posing 2,746, 684 days of idleness ! 
The increase in 1906 is traced to the 
universal decision on May 1 to dewand 
® reduction in the hours of labour : 
if we sre not mistaken there is nv 
general Eight Hours Law in France. 
Why did the statistics stop sbort 
then at days only? If the Ministry 
of Labour desired to impress it» co- 
nationals, as doubtless it did, why not 
extend the computation 
to hours and minutes ot 
verbial “precious momcats 
while it may be noted that the worst 
strikes were recorded in the mining 
country of the Nord and the Pes-de- 
Valais where 263,878 werkws weut 
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a strike for 6,279,319 days. After 
this it seems tame to record that 
the honours of these 1,309 com- 
tats were fairly divided between 
workers and patrons, So much 
for the vanity of haman endeavour.

Sins,—We have been requested bj 
the National Beard of Marine Under- 
writers of New York, to ask, as far as 
lies in your power, your aid in carrying 
out certain rales respecting the stowage 
fof ut oil by steanuers at this Port. 
Rales have been framed by the Asso- 
ciated Importers of New York, and have 
been approved by the members of the 
various Boards of Underwriters. The 
rales suggested read as follows 

“This oil should be stowed in the 
coolest: place in the ship, and below the 
water-line, and in no case near the boil- 
ers or in the 'tween decks. The best 
pice wo tow, is i the foro or after 
lower hold. The following rules ruust 
be observed 

“The oil must be stowed on a solid 
level and in square tiers full bilge and 
cantline, ‘The bottom tier must be well 
bedded. the beds placed near the heads, 
for near the head the barrel is the 
strongest and will stand the most pres- 
si 

















ure. 
“Bilge must be free, and a straight 
cantline must be kept. 

“Do not stow the heads of barrels 
too close together in bottom tier, as the 
barrels vary in length one or two in- 
ches. 

“ No more than five tiers to be stowed 
without an intervening deck. 

“« Tf two or three tiers are stowed in 
the lower hold, an intervening deck 
mast be laid before other cargo is put 
‘on top, 80 as to relieve the oil from the 
heavy weight of the other cargo,

Pao adds that, on the other hand, when 
Obinese officers and runners have 
happened to arrest any one in the 
Gettlements, the matter is taken up at 
‘once by the Consuls and the former 
are severely punished for acting in 
disregard of Municipal regulations. Mr. 
Pao, therefore, demands as matter of 
simple justice and impartiality that 
Police officers who make illegal arrests 
shall also be punished in the same 
degree as the Chinese culprits noted in 
‘the foregoing cases. Jf this be not 
demanded by the Chinese autho 
there will: be the anomaly of having 
two methods of procedure in the same 
Court for precisely similar offences. This 
ie clearly imposing upon and coercing 
Chinese, and » matter of injustice to 
all. Mr. Pao, therefore, contends that 
if the Police are to be pernitted to

The calprit will at once be apprehended 
and promptly punished and no leniency 
shown to culprits, while their property 
will be confiscated to Government and 
's portion equal to three-tenths of the 
forfeiture will be given to the reporter 
‘as a reward.

A SERIOUS FIRE. 


Rarely has more energetic and effec- 
tive work been done by » Volunteer! 
Fire Brigade than that of the local fire- 
men on Monday night. ‘The outbreak 
was first seen by residents of the Char- 
tered Bank and a telephone message 
twas sent to the Central Police Station. 
As the fire was thonght to be merely a 
slight outbreak the alarm was not 
sottnded, but two reels were at once sent 
to the scene. It was then 10.30 p.in. The 
Volunteers at once saw that the fire was: 
a dangerous one, a telephone message 
was seut to headquarters and the alarm 
brought all the remaining firemen to 
the spot with necessary appliances. The 
French Brigade’s engine, however, the 
most powerful in the Settlements, was put 
‘out of action by fractions ponies on the 
way. Meanwhile the first arrivals had 











put their hoses in working positions 
and the senior officers had taken 
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a rapid survey at the situation. It was 
Messrs. Burkill and Sons’ godown that 
was alight and thin columns of smoke 
‘emerging through the closed iron shut~ 
ters of the third story from both the 
northern and eastern sides showed that 
the fire in the interior had already 
made considerable headway. The go- 
down doors were locked but the keys were 
speedily procured and as soon as water 
was turned on streams were directed 
‘against the windows and walls. A small 
hose was put into position at the south- 
western corner of the Chartered Bank 
and one already at work between the 
burning godown and “ The North China 
Herald” offices was able to cope with 
danger in that direction. Other hoses 
were taken through Messrs. Burkill 
& Sons’ Offices and soon streams of 
water were playing on the godown from 
all sides. Next, the fire float was 
brought to the nearest point on the 
river and its aid was very material 
during the battle that followed, 

‘The first floor of the godown was 
filled with boxes of sop, the next 
with piece-goods in bales, the third 
with silk, and the top floor with tea 
and waste silk. Burning fiereely 
amid the silk the fire soon destroyed 


{the third flooring and as it collapsed 


the concussion burst open the windows, 
and a vivid red glare lit up the scene 
as the flames leaped out of the open- 
ings. Immediately, the danger to the 
adjacent buildings became acute, and 
the firemen redoubled their exertions. 
No possibility existed of saving the 
godown, but the fire created « wind 
for itself, which, added to a steady 
breeze from the north-east that blew in 
blasts from all quarters through those 
narrow passages, carried out tongues of 
flame reaching to other high buildings 
and only the incessant streams of water 
confined the burning ares, 

Crowds of people lined the balconies 
of the Palace Hotel, the streets and 
neighbouring points of vantage; and the 
onlookers remained a long time, for the 
spectacle was worth seeing. 

An slarm was given to: the 
effect that the North-China Herald 
godown was alight on the roof, but 
‘a hose, being arduously dragged up 
s ladder by one fireman followed by 
two others, all undertaking. con- 
siderable risk, reached the roof and 
disappeared from view amid the stifling 
current of smoke that was sweeping 
that way. And the hose at that point 
saved our offices, for already the hot 
iron shutters had set on fire the wood 
inside. There did not appear to be 
much danger of the godown walls falling 
but the heat and smoke were almost 
overpowering to all engaged close at 
hand. On the southern side showers 
of sparks and thick flames kept the 
buildings in constant danger and 
while leaning out from Dr. Patrick’s 
window in order to play upon » 
dangerous spot below Mr. D. J.

The following list of cities which 
were relieved, will indicate how active 
were bis troops during the year 1862. 
Trechee was the first to be 
captared ; after which General Ward 
was killed at Kuhdugyino. ‘This 
event led to « closer association with 
Colonel Cooke, whom Watson accom- 
panied to the relief of Yiiyiao, Feng- 
has, Singtsong, Gyingyin, and Zong- 
ya. In the year 1863, Sisosoen was 
captored and’ shorily after the import-| 
ant city of Shaohsing. Towards the 
md of 1863 the troops attacked and 
captared the city of Wongdaokuen, 
which action practically secured 
aod order throughout the whole of 
Chékiang Province 

‘The islands off the coast of Chékiang 
Province next claimed the attention 
of the Green Turbaned troops, 
and in 1865 the rebels on the island 
of Nendin were wiped out and two 
ttronghokls of piracy at Wongzung 
and Szetsino were destroyed. Throngh- 
out these dangerous engagements the 
captain of the Green Turbaned soldiers 
proved himself to he a true leader 
and a fearless man. As a reward 
he was promoted to the rank of Major. 
He remained with his regiment until 
the year 1880, when he was appointed 
to the office of Settlement Magistrate 
‘sod Saperintendent of Police. 

TRE WAR WITH FRANCE. 

The year 1885 proved s very 
anxious and trying period, China ped 
at war with France. Ningpo was 
threatened by the Freneh fleet which 
appeared off the mouth of the Yung, 





























River, off Chingbai. Foreign property 
und lives were endangered by a mob 
of unemployed labourers, and it was 
largely owing to the’ alertness and 
untiring energy of the late 
Watson, that the Settlement of Ningpo 








through this trying crisis 
without the horrors of looting and 
murder. A testi expressing 





the deep sense of gratitude of the 
whole Settlement for the efficiency 
of Major Watson's services was 
presented to him by alf sections and 
shades of the then foreign resi- 
dents. Armongst the signatares were 
those of the French Bishop, Anglican 
Bishop, Dr. Lord, Dr. Barchet, David- 
von & Co, and Wadman & Co. In 
1888 the Imperial Order of the 
Double Dragon, 4th Rank, was con- 
ferred on Major Watson by a special 
Imperial Decree. In 1894, when wi 
broke out between China and Japan, 
order and safety were maintained in 
the settlement by the constant vigilance 
of the Superintendent of Police. 
LOCAL SERVICES. 

Amongst Major Watson's many, 
duties were those of electrician, and 
Chief of the Fire-Brigade, It was 
with his assistance that the first 
telegraph wire was Inid by the 
Chinese officials in Ningpo. Daring 
loog years he has attended thou- 
sands of fires, and has been the directing 
wpirit whereby much property and may 
lives have been saved. It was after 
attending a big fire in the Settlement, 
where for several hours he had been 
wet through, that the sickness began 
which ultimately caused his blinduess, 
Thus, for 46 years, Major Watson 
proved himself a faithfal servant of the 
Chinese Government. Hix memory 
will be kept green not only by thoes 
who rank as foreigners in this land, but 
by a large number of Chinese, who 
think of him as s jast and upright man. 

This memorial would be lacking in » 
just tribute to the qualities of a re 
markable man, were not reference made’ 
to the generous hospitality which for 
years he extended to all who 
visited thin port. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral took place in the 
afternoon of the day following Major 
Watson's death. The coffin was car- 
ried to the river side by members 
of the Police force, whence it was 
taken to the cemetery jetty in a 
gondola covered with beautifal wreaths, 
jand escorted by two boats fall of 
police. Here the coffin was met by 
almost all the foreign residents, in- 
cluding the British Consul and Com- 
missioner of Customs and a great 
number of the Chinese gentry. 

The pall-bearers were, Mr. P. Wal- 
sham, the Rev. T. ©. Goodchild, the 
Rev. J. Palmer, Mr. tater, Dr. Jones, 
Dr. Cole Mr. Willis and the Rev. 
4,W. Heywood. 

Mr. Charles and Mr. John Watson, 
[the two sons of the deceased, were the 
chief mourers, and the service was 














read by the Ven. Archdeacon Moule. 
PERNOWAL RECOLLECTIONS. 
In a besutifal tribute to an old 
friend the Archdeacom -recalled the

fact that the late Major Watson had 
been one of his oldest friends. “Tt 
will be forty-six years ago this next 
‘sammer,” he continued, “that Colonel 
Cooke and Major Watson came with 
trained Chinese troops for the relief 
and defence of this city. It is not 
perhaps generally known that these 
officers were in the bodyguard of Chin- 
‘exe Gordon, and that a little of Gordon’s 
fire and energy came with this relieving 
force. I remember welcoming Watson 
‘as he rode with his companion to drill 
his men on the Parade ground in the 
city where I then lived. Perhaps 
friend’s best servi& to thie 
port and neighbourhood was his antir- 
ing and persistent efforts to break up 
the band of blackmailers drawn from 
almost all Western lands, who after the 
war infested the country round Ningpo. 

“ Our friend did an immense deal to- 
wards the organization of the drilled 
and trained ‘Green-Caps' here, from 
whose ranks the police of the Settlement 
were for a long time drawn, and we all 
know bow much the Settlement has been 
indebted to him for the maintenance of 
order. His mastery of detail in the 
government of the Settlement wax of 
great service. The English Church in, 
the Settlement hax, since its erection 
niore than thirty years ago, enlisted 
Major Watson's active and. efficient 
interest, and hax never looked in vain 
to him for advice and help in the 
finances of the Church, and the care of 
the building.” 


THE CHEKIANG 
DISTURBANCES. 


From Our Own Corresponieii. 


Dongehao, January 21. 

Several causes have contributed to 
‘the unrest that has prevailed in the 
districts of Dongshang (otherwise 
Tranghsiang), Shihmen, and Naining 
in northern Chékiang. 

The cl of the opiam dens bas 
et loose @ number of people of the ” 
baser sort who are ont of employment. 
‘A half-famine bas wrought dixcontent _ 
among the country people, the price of 
fice fs been, and. still in ‘sbnormally 
high, and the elack times have suspend- 
ed many building operations and so 
thrown ont of employment a large 
number of the artisan class. The rail . 
road agitation has a generally dis- 
tarbing effect. Add to this the fact 
































that officials in interior are 
poorly equipped with soldiers and many 
of the so-called soldiers: work in secret 


conjunction with the robber class, which 
class, ander various names, is greatly 
on the inctease. Take all these 
causes together and we bave the ele- 
ments of» disturbed state of ‘affairs, 
‘and the occasion arrived when the time 
came for the collection of the rice tax, 
the people demanding s reduction on 
the usual rate. And it was ip- those 
districts where the reduction was not 
promptly granted that the difficulties 


 Mlaoy of the country people joined 
in the riots, bat the instigators were of 
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the robber class. The worse elements 
among the country people volun- 
tarily joined the movement, but there’ 
woke many who were 
pressed in ou threat of death, as the 
mob made its raid through the country. 
One city and town sfler another was 
attacked, yaméns, treasurer's offices, 
police-stations, school houses, railroad 
offices, post-offices, stores. and pri- 
vate houses being dismantled accord- 
ing to the mood of the raiders, 
Qountry places as well as towns 
were attacked and an immense amount 
of property waa stolen or destroyed. At 
‘one country place the mob demanded 
supper of a well-to-do family who hesi- 
tated at first but were impelled by 
threats of violence to feed some thou- 
sand people. ‘The crowd, after they had 
eaten, demanded 100 lanterns and be- 
cause their request could not be granted, 
ntarted looting. At another place they 
riled a clothing store’ leaving their 
old rags and adorning themselves in 
stolen goods. And the same way at 
‘a thoo shop. Old xtraw shoes were 
thrown down and new shoes worn home. 
The Chinese have shrewdly summed up 
situation Wy saying. MW 
aa 4% FE which, freely translated, 
would seem to ae “A rice-mob as 
pretext, but plunder as the real thing. 

‘The missionaries of Dongshang ha 
quietly returned to their homes, where 
they have received many assurances of 
friendliness from the people of the city 
who have called in large numbers to 
express their sympathy. The sincerity 
of this friendliness was shown by the 
fact that when the Mission school 
building was on fire and the chapel 
caught fire, some stndents from the 
Government school were among those 
who helped to save the chapel. In 
fact, there has been no anti-foreign 
feeling ms ted in the movement at 
all.

PUNISHMENTS. 


‘The Chinese is a person fall of 
surprises. Ho is like the kaleidoscope, 
for you feel that whatever strange and 
‘unexpected views he may have given of| 
himself you have not yet got the last! 
and final one that will exhaust his 
obazacter. . In his ordinary and every- 
day life, for example, be gies you the 
imprewion of being good natured and

easy going. and also kindly in disposi- 
tion. 

In many respects he is the counter- 
part of the typical Englishman. He is 
endowed with broad common sense : he 
is breezy and jolly. and is absolutely 
crammed full of conceit sbout himself 
and his country, He thinks 
no one to be compared with » Chinese, 
and that the Flowery Kingdom is the 
only one worth living in ! 

He has a keen sense, moredver, of 
justice, and a lofty ideal of human con- 
duct. | When, however, he begins to 
legislate for the criminal, and to carry 
out his own laws, he is no longer like 
his prototype the Englishman, His 
good nature vanishes like a flash, and 
he reveals himself ax a man that can be 
ax cruel and bloodthirsty as any wild 
beast that ever tore its vieti: to picces 
to satisfy its savage appetite. 

In my acconnt of the punishments 
inflicted upon the Chinese, T shall not 
reckon the beatings with bamboos, 
that form an essential of any ordinary 
trial, as among their number. There is 
uo doubt these flagellations are no 
mere child’s play, but lacerate and tear 
away the flesh of the poor victims, so 
that sometimes for long month: 
are confirmed invalids. still these pl 
exhibitions on the part of the Mandarin 
cannot under the present system be 
done away with, for they take the 
place of cross-exauinations, pleadings of 
‘counsel, and learned disquisitions by the 
judge, none of which are to be found in 
shinese trial. ‘The Chinese consider 
that these bambooings greatly facilitate 
matters, and by a rapid and easy 
method secure that justice is done, by 
stimulating, if uot the memory, at least 
the inventive fucultics of the accused ; 
‘at any rate, they dissipate the monotony 
that very often makes a case so weari 
some in an English court. To deprive 
‘a judge of this Magna Charta of the 
bench would be to rob most of the trials 
of thac comical element that does so 
much to relieve the tedium of the law 
cases throughout the country. Without 
them one would look in vain for the 
farcical developments, that often con- 
vale the sides and cover the yellow 
faces with broad grins and laughter. 

A vers common punishment for 
theft and housebreaking is the wearing 
of the cangue or wooden collar. Thi 
consists of a rough board about three 
fect in width and four in length with 
liberal hole in the centre to allow of the 
free play of the criminal’s neck. It 
can be taken to pieces in the middle, so 
1 to allow it to be fixed on to the man, 
and the two parts are then fastened to 
each other by a padlock. A chain 
depends from it, which is attached 
either to his ankle, his wrist, or his 
neck. With the minute attention to 
detail of the Chinese the gravity of his 
‘rime can be measured somewhat by 
the particular part of the body to which 
this chain is affixed. When it is round 
the neck the housebreaking must bave 
been of specially daring character, 
whilst if it is fastened to bis ankle it 
has been of a less bloodeanding typ type, 





















































‘and so worthy of less severe treatment 
The criminal, after be has been con- 
demned, is plsced under the charge 
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of the Tipao, or head man of the 
ward, * who is responsible for him, 
and ‘who marches him euch morning 
from his prison to. some thoroghfare 
nearest the place where the offence 
was committed. The unfortunate man 
is compelled to spend the dey in the 
open air, in order that the outraged 
feelings of the community may be 
pacified, and that he may serve as a 
severe object. lesson to intending trans- 
ressors. 

Though the cangue appears at first 
sight to be a very simple mode of 
punishment, a very — considerable 
amount of torture can be got out of it. 
Ax the board is broad, the man can 
only just manage to bend his foreann 
over it. He cannot reach his face 
with his hands. This is particularly 
uncomfortable at menl times, for it is 
only by manasres worthy of a juggler, 
or an acrobat, and by tilting up his 
board, that he can manage to get the 
rice into hii th. Daring the 
hot weather, when Aies of all deseription 








abound, from the sual wiry kind

the cangue bearer has no casy time of 
it.

* Every city ix divided into eo 
many wards, and each ward has» 
headman, who is called a Tipso, the 
meaning of which is, “ Protector of the 
district." ‘There is also another stall 
official of a generally unsavoury 
character, who is a kind of head police- 
map, though his duties entirely concern 
thieves, and the criminal classes in the 
ward. He is called Makwai, which 
means “a fleet horse, ” because of the 
vigour with which he is supposed to 
pursue, and seize the thieves. . His 
business is to know all about these 
characters, which he most frequently 
{does by taking blackmail from them, 
and by winking st their offence, unless 



































he is restrained by the mandarin. 
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wall that aro to serve as windows, and 
that let in a dull, and subdned light, 
thet leaves the place gloomy looking on 
t day. The walls are black 
rt. Never have they been clean- 
the day, when the plasterer 
gave his final tonches to them.

Into 
this are crowded ten or a dozen pri- 
soners, There’ is not an article of 
farnitare in it. 
provided by the miserable inmates, are 
the only beds they lie on, and these 
‘become so foul and densely populated 
that the denizens of them, if they were 
only unanimous, could walk off with 
the unfortanate prisoners. 

‘The wretched man has now to con 
sider what position he shall take on the 
floor to secare the greatest amoant of 
deep. The board must be humoured 
and coaxed. If it is titled up at a 
wrong angle, it may avenge itself 
daring the night by collapsing and 
nearly choking him. He must poise it 
so that the sharp uneven edges may 
prick as little as possible into the soft 
akin of his neck, Do the best he can, 
he must have nightioares, and restless 
dreams, from which he will start into 
troubled wakefulness, and he will groet 
the morning light with thankfalnees 
because it will rescue him from the 
misery of his prison. 

In case whero the crimes demand a 
sorerer form of panishment than the 
eangue or imprisonment, the law de- 
‘crees that the criminals shall be trans- 
ported. The Chinese have adopted 
very ingenious, and inexpensive method 
of dealing with such offenders. China 
has no penal settlements, neither does

Love for the 
dear ones at home keeps the man 
steadily in his prescribed district, 
though hix heart may be breaking, and 
his limbs trembling with excitement to 
hurry homeward, he foels himself bound 
to his place of exile by loyalty and 
devotion to those who would hare to 















comparatively trivi 
yet yet the cube have adjudged them a 
most severe and cruel punishment. One 
of these latter is called “carrying 
crate.” One day I was informed that 
‘aman who had been found guilty of 
ritling « grave, was suffering this parti- 
calar penalty close by the very spot 
where he had committed his offence. 
I at once hurried along one of the main 
roads towards the place where the man 
wax being punished, with » kind of 
very feeling that I should see some- 
thing very horrible and I was not dis- 
appoiated. On a little plain at the foot 
of a low hill covered with graves, and 
within a few feet panera thorough~ 
fare, the terrible spectacle 1 had eome 
to nee was being exhibited to an im- 
nse crowd. The criminal was stand~ 
ig toes on a number of bricks, 
piled up inside « crate such as are used 
by us for carrying sheep. His hands were 
firmly tied bebind his back, whilst his 
head protraded through the crate, his 
shoulders being well up against the cross 
bars. The day was scorching bot and 
the sun, as though = molten furnace, 
was pouring down scorchitig rays from 
‘a cloudless sky upon the bare shaven 
heads of the crowds that had 
to gaze in almost silent wonder at the 
Graesome sight. igbe 
The prisoner was in a most pitis 
condition. A cloud of flies hovered 
about his head, like valtures over their 
prey, and « cluster of them had settled 
on his upper lip, aod actually eaten 
‘away = bit of the flesh. What with 
the sun glaring down upon his un- 
joovered head and the agony caused by 
‘the flies the sufferings of the man must 
have been most scate. One could

from his face. It was as calm sod 
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unmoved as though no terrible emotion 
us tearing bis heart to pieces. His 
eyes were wide open, but they looked 
straight before him to the distant 
mountains, on which the afternoon 
shadows were playing, and he seemed 
planged in some profound thought that 
absorbed all his attention, It was a 
pitifal sight to watch how the man 
clung to life. He knew his fate was 
certain and that he would never leave 
the crate alive.

description made him out tobe. He 
was dressed in the ordioary loose blue 
calico elsthes, such as the poorest of 
the working men wear. He seemed 
very much like the coolies that one sees 
everywhere, and if I had met him in the 
street I shoald not have thonght there 
was anything particalar about him to 
distinguish him from any other. 1 was 
much strack with the stoical way 
which the man was bearing hix panish- 
ment. The masclex of his face did 
indeed show that he was in an agony 
of pain, bat he was determined to die 
lence and that no craven look or 
word should betray how deeply he was 
suffering. Two soliliers stood by the 
cross, with long spears in their hands. 
There was no need of any larger force, 
for the crowds that thronged around 
showed plainly that they thoaght that 
the criminal was only getting his due. 
[ scanned the faces of the people near 
by to see if there was anyone that 
|appeared moved by the spectacle before 
him, bat I could not discover one. It 











‘and not a compound one that would 
suggest that it was of foreign origin. 
T once had sn opportunity of wi 
nesxing an execation of this kind. 
The scene was one that impressed mt 
profoundly, mainly because of 
associations connected with a 
death on the cross. The man was 
crucified under a large banyan tree that, 
grow on the edge of «road, where a| 
conataat stream of people and 
repassed the live-long day. Hundreds 
of people, anxious to see how a man 
would die in such cirenmstances, flock- 
ed to the place where he was to suffer. 

As I stood in front of the min my 
ideas about a crucifixion, which had 
been formed by poplar pictures on the 
subject, received a rnde shock. It was 
0 different from the conceptions that 
wo usually have about it. The cross 
consisted of a heavy upright beam, fixed 
‘into @ transverse one, resting on the 
ground. From this latter projected, in 
a slightly opposite direction, two short 
planks on which the man stood and to 
which his fect were nailed. Above was 
‘cross beam, about the height of the 
man’s shoulders, and at the extremi- 
ties of these, the palms of his 
hands were pierced by stout mails. 
In order to sustain the body and 
prevent it from sinking ander the pain 
and agony it was endaring the arms 
were securely roped to the cross beam, 
whilst his queue was wound round the 
top of the upright post so ax to keep 
his head from drooping. Without 
these precautions the weight of the 
sinking body would have torn his bands 
from the nails, and be would have 
fallen forward on the ground. On his 
breast, written in a bold hand, was the 
statement that the criminal was a rob- 
ber of so determined and ferocions 
character that there was no method of 
punishmeht that could be found severe 
‘enongh to meet his case. The author- 
ities, therefore, hed selected cracifixion 
‘as the moat suitable by which to make 
him expiate his crime. 

Standing close up to him, and looking 
him straight in the face, I saw nothing 
about-hima to-indicate-that he was such 
‘a desperate character as the official 














seemed, indeed, as though the masses 
had gathered that day for some festal 


porpose. They-were in their happiest | the 


mood. Faces beamed with smiles, and 
jokes were cracked, and congratul 
passed from one to the other that 
man had been caught, 

‘Another panishment. even more 
severe than the above, ix called * stand: 
ing in the tub.” This consists of a 
huge vat-like tub, with a hole in the 
lid, through which the culprit’s head is 
protrnded. At the bottom of the vat 
isa thick layer of unslaked lime and 
seven bricks piled up on each oth 
‘An the man’s hands are tied bebind 
backs he can do absolately nothing to 
ease himself in any way. The agony of 
standing in one position all the day 
long with unsympathetic onlookers 
gazing at him must be very great, 
and to have it continued through 
the lonely night, with the wileut stars 
‘as his only companions, must. render it 
absolutely intolerable. " Bat this is only 
the beginning of his tortures.

This is repeated 
each day till the last tile has been taken 
away and his feet are now amongst the 
jquicklime that burns the flesh more 
savagely and with » flercer pain than 
ordinary fire would do.

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He believes that after death he goce 
into the “dark land,” where life is 
continued very much as it is in this 
world, To be deprived of bis head is 
to make him a headless ghost and doom 
him to perpetual sorrow. His bands 
might grasp the chopsticks, but there 
would be no mouth to receive the food. 
He might wish to marry, but what 
woman would ever dream of taking a 
man without ahead. She might have 
been willing to have accepted him, 
‘though he had been the ugliest specimen 
‘of mankind that ever lived, but a man 
without a head ix so frightfal an object 
‘that there woman but would shrink 
from him with horror, He would never 
be able to find his road anywhere and 
the Shades in that mysterious land would 
start with terror from him as he groped 
bis way through the shadows, Give 
‘any criminal a choice between decapita- 
tion and any of the most crael deaths: 
‘and he would instantly choose the latter, 
no matter what tortures it might in- 
volve, 

To my mind one of the severest 
forme of punishment ix what in called 

“lingering process,” or slicing. 
Tt surpasses in fiendish cruelty the tor- 
tures that the Red Indians used to 
inflict upon their captives, Tt is in- 
tended, not simply that the criminal 
should’ suffer, but that the ntmost pain 
‘and agony that the human frame is 
capable of enduring shall be wrung out 
of him, Care in taken lest he die too 
soon, and so the vital parte are left 
untouched. Bits of flesh are sliced off 
here and there; « leg is cut off by the 
knee joint, then an arm in amputated 
at the elbow. After thix an eye is 
gouged out, and 80, for three days, the 
anfal process of dismemberment joes 
on till the man finally escapes his tor- 
tures by sheer exhaustion and loss of 
blood. 

The Chinese judge having nothing 
to control ‘his decisions, excepting his 
own will, frequently settles cases after 
a very free and eaxy method. They 
sometimes show common nense 
and ingenuity in the ruses they adopt 
to elicit the trath in some disputed 
vase. An amusing instance occurred 
some time ago, where the mandarin 
‘showed himself to be a man of hamour, 
‘and one well acquainted with the ine 
‘and outs of the Chinese mind. A 
Chinese went abroad snd stayed away 
for fifteen years, Where he accumnlated 
quite « comfortable little sum, with 
which he determined to return 
home and spend the rest of his 
days in comfort. Night had fallen 
he reached the -entrance of 
the village where his home was. 
During all the years be had been 
‘away no letter had passed between him 
‘and bix wife and no tidings had ever 
reached him about her or his home. 
Was she alive and-if so would she

The 
Mandarin now adjourned the case for a 
day and in an angry tone threatened 
the goddess that if she did not confess 
then he would have her publicly beaten 
with rods by his policemen.

The only 
way in which yon can avert the wrath of 
the goddess is by an instant confession. 
If you do this I will ase all my influence 
to get her to forgive you.” The man 
was so terrified at the prospect of such 
awful calamities awaiting him that 
trembling and full of awe he made a 
clean breast of it and restored the bar 
of gold to the rightfal owner, and 
though he was punished by the Mandarin 
for his wrong he considered he had got 
off lightly, since he had not to suffer 
the vengeance of the goddess. 

In addition to the punisbments des- 
cribed above there are a great many 
minor forms that are prescribed at the 
option of the Mandarin, who has a larye 
liberty allowed him by'the State in 
control of his own particular district 
and in his punishment of the unruly 
and the disorderly. It is a remarkable 
feature of the Chinese law that it 
nsua'ly does not take cognizance of

THE FINGER-PRINT 
SYSTEM. 


(Contributed.) 
Ite ontory. 

As the present trouble in the Trans- 
vaal between Asiatics and the Govern 
ment centres in the method of  re- 
istration by finger-prints, the following 
account of the system in vogue among 
the indentured coolies is of interest :— 



















‘The invaluable aystem of finger-prints 
now associated with the name of Mr. 
Henry of the Metropolitan Police, 


Scotland Yard, was based on the labours 
of Bertillon and Professor Gatton. 
The latter took the idea from 
the Chinese, who were aware of the 
different patterns of ridges onthe fin- 
ger-tips some 300 years B,C. Bertil 
Jon arrived at a stage when he found 
himself at the end of a blind alley : Mr. 
Henry then took up the system and 
brought it to the stage in which it is 
used to-day throughout, most of the 
British Colonies. It is impossible to 
overrate the importance of this infallible 
system of identification of human per- 
sonality. In these days of electric 
trains, trams, and motor cars, when one 
ean be here to-day and gone to-morrow, 
many hundreds of miles away, when 











one has no worries of missing the last 
stage coach, or of being held up by 
notorions highwaymen, and when a 





very much less importance than the 
journey from London to Brighton a 
hundred years ago, the —long-felt 
necessity of a thoroughly competent 
aystem of identification is accentuated. 

In this short article I do not wish 
to dwell on the finger-print system 
as a confounder of criminals, for a 
treatise on this subject wonld take up 
considerable space and time. I merely 
wish to point out how this system is 
uased as a method of identification only. 
Others have previously written on 
detection of crime by  finger-prints, 
It is getting an every-day occurrence 
to hear of cases in which a dead body 
has been recognized and has received 
all the solemn barial rites by sorrowful 
relations, only to find ont later that 
their devotion has been wasted on an 

ire stranger ; more especially in 
ance, at La Morgue of Notre Dame, 
here bodies lie awaiting identification ; 
‘one hears too of fraudulent impersona- 
tions, and again commonest of all the 
burial of a corpse in a nameless grave. 
By this system such as I have quoted 
could never occur if this means of 
identification was carried out universally. 
‘The marks, peculiar curvations aud 
bifarcations of ridges on a new-born 
babe are identical when he or she hi 
attained old age, and can be identified 
long after death, till Nature steps in 
and removes those marks by decomposi- 
tion. 











THE TRANSVAAL METHODS, 

‘The problem in the Transvaal when 
the coolies arrived was that the 
authorities would be called upon to deal 
with some 56,000 men, of whom they 

Id hardly tell one from the other, 
owing to their complete 
experience of the Chinese type. In 
such circumstances without the aid 
of the fingerprint system the task 
of supervision would have been hope- 
less. Photography has been condemned 
owing to the fact that there is no scale 
of denomination. Bertillon’s anthro 
pometrie system has also been con- 
dewned for numerous reasons, briefly 
because :— 








1. The instraments needed are costly. 

2. The numerous measurements need 
ed would take up too mach time in the 
first place when dealing with » Inrge 
collection. 

3. Unreliable for conviction, 

4. Tn cases of death by accident when 
the body is seriously damaged, the 
anthropometric system would be useless. 

5. Men with fairly good intellectual 
powers are required to register measure- 
ments, whilst anyone from the Kaffir 
upwards can take a finger impression. 
The only skilled work done is by experts 
who classify the finger-print record. 

6. The person measured must have 
arrived at the age of maturity. These 
are only a few objections to Bertillon’s 
method. This system has uow been 
entirely superseded by a definite and 
scientific system of identification by 
means of finger impressions, which 
has been adopted since 1892 in India, 
and recently by Scotland Yard, England, 
and by most of the criminal investi 
tion departments thronghout the & 





journey of 10,000 miles is considered of 
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ment as a means of identification of 
Chinese and natives. 

‘The Foreign Labour Department of 
the Transvaal Civil Service has the 
biggest “yellow” finger-print colleo- 
tion in the world. From July 1904 the 
collection has steadily been increasing, 
‘and since that date some thousands 
‘of coolies have been identified and 
returned to their respective mines. 
In cases of persistent deserters, each 
time they desert and are convicted, the 
fact is noted by the finger-print 
experts and is recorded against them. 

‘An instance of its efficiency can be 
jadged from the following facts :— 
‘Three Chinese coolies from one of the 
mines on the East Rand section, 
deserted. Chinese-like they soliloquized 
that all railways must reach to the 
sea; by travelling all night und 
sleeping during the day they eventa- 
ally arrived at Delagoa Bay. Here 
they were promptly arrested by the 
Portuguese police, handed over to 
the South African Constabulary and 
escorted to the Foreign Labour 
Department, Johannesburg. On being 
taxed as to why they deserted they 
signified that they did not under- 
stand the question put to them, for 
said one: “ We are ordinary Chinese 
stokers who have been paid off 
from « steamn-boat at Durban some 
two months ago, and we walked 
to Delagoa in ‘search of _ work.” 
Naturally the veracity of their state- 
ments was doubted, and only after their 
finger-prints had been taken, tested 
and recognized, did they acknowledge 
that they really were deserters from the 
gold mines. 








CLASSIFICATION. 

To go into tho whole matter of 
classification of prints would be tedious; 
it will be sufficient to say that the 
ridges of the epidermus of the first 
phlange of the fingers are headed or- 
Ginarily under four types, i.e., the loop, 
whorl, arch and composite type. 
‘These again are subdivided. When 
dealing with a small collection only the 
right thumb is taken, but when dealing 
with a big collection, such as there is|

sary to take the whole ten digits. 
First they are rolled, and secondly 
taken simultaneously latter are 
called plain impressionsiand are a check 
‘on the former. 

‘The implements for taking impressions 
are few and cheap, thus accentuating my 
first objection to the anthropometric 
system. All that is required to take 
impressions is a zinc slab, a photogra- 








pher's india-rubber roller and a tube of 
printer’s ink. A thin Inyer of ink is 
rolled on the slab, and all the operator 





has to do is to roll the fingers on the 
slab and transfer them automatically on 
to the paper. The right, thumb of the 
right hand first, theo the index, middle, 
ing and little Ginger, and so on with 
the left hand. Each digit is rolled from 
left to right, thus enabling a larger sur- 
face to be displayed when a comparison 
has to be selected in contrasting 
prints. The impressions of all inden- 
tured Coolies are taken by an efficient 
taff of officers in Durban, who between 








the arrival and departure of boats from 
China classify all the prints as far as 
the primary stage. These records are 
sent to the Head Office in Jobannesburg. 
where they are tested and filed ander 
their respective classifications by capable 
finger-print experts. It is » coincid- 
ence that with the Chinese the com- 
monest type of impression is the whorl, 
which I may add is the most difficalt 
type to cope with. Mr. Henry never 
made any allowance for s0 big # collec- 
tion, especially as most of the impres- 
sions fall under the “thirty-two upon 
thirty-two” class or whorls in the whole 
ten digi 

‘On looking closely at the tips of your 
fingers, ie., from the tip to the first 
phlange, you will notice the skin is 
formed into either o series of loops, 
expanding from the centre, or of cir- 
cular ridges oft the epidermus which 
radiate from what is technically termed 
the “centre of the core,” very similar 
to a plan of a labyrinth; the latter are 
classified as whorls. 

On the outside of these series of 
circles, both right and left, near the 
first joint there appears to be « bifarca~ 
tion or delta, and by taking the lower 
part of the delta, and tracing it f 




















0 
the delta on the right, go well inside 
drop down and disappear outside ; 
thus classifying itself under three 
headings,—inner, meet or outer. 

Taking the loop series, there is 
only one delta, and by drawing an 
imaginary line from the delta to the 
top of the smallest inside loop, the 
ridges intersecting or touching this 
line are added up and rigistered on 
top of the impression. 

‘THE PROCESS OF IDENTIFICATION, 

In identifying coolies, the escort 
arrives with his prisoners at the Identi- 
fication Office. He does not know who 
they are, nor where they come from, 
simply that he found them wandering 
‘about without a permit todo so. Their 
prints are taken, classified, tested, and 
within the space of three minutes are 
identified, and very shortly afterwards 
their name, and Government 
yt number is recorded on the 
back of their identification papers, to- 
gether with previous convictions i 
‘When Chinese die there very often 
exists doubt whether the metal pass 
found on them really belongs to them 
or not. Their prints are taken in a 

r way by the mine anthorities and 
forwarded to the Foreign Labour 
Department for identification, Often 
it is found that they have exchang- 
ed tickets before death; this is 
rectified and eventually monies owing to 
them as wages from the miines are sent 
to China to their relatives. 

‘With this system there is no possi- 
bility of error, except through careless- 
ness ; everything being precise, scientific 
‘and mathematical. One noticeable fact 
‘about it is that there is not the slightest, 
ddefference between sex or nationality, be 
they European or Asiatic, each and) 
all coming under the same category. 

There is not even the faintest clue to 
any indication of cheracter, with the 
jexception that Scotland Yard notices 
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re of the arch type of impression 
among crimioals than smong 
offenders. 

‘Again there is not the romotest chance 
of two fingers being alike ; Mr. Henry 
tells us that the chance of two fingers 
(not the whole ten digits) being alike 
scientifically works out at sixty-four 
billions to one. 

Possibly in the near fature banks 
‘and big insurance companies will take 
up this system to guard themselves 
against forgers and impersonators. 

The uses to which the finger-print 
system can be put to are too numerous 
‘to mention ; it suffices to say that as & 
means of ‘identification and s con- 
founder of criminals, it is being felt 
thronghout the world in all circles of 
life. 
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A SOLDIERS’ 
CEMETERY. 


Nestling between the battlemented 
walls of the city and the turbid fosse 
that marks the southern boundary of 
the French Concession, with naught to 
‘attract the attention of those who pass 
by but the crumbling inscriptions Jet 
into the wall itself, is a small cemetery, 
where rest the bones of the British 
troops who died during their occupation 
of Shanghai in 1862 and 1863. Until 
recently this little grave-yard was un- 
tended and desolate, used as w rubbish 
heap, and desecrated by the fect of 
those who had no reverence for the 
dead who sleep beneath its soil. Lately 
‘at the instance of the Municipal Council 
the rubbish has been cleared away, the 
plot has been enclosed by # brick wall, 
‘and a solid gateway has been erected to 
preserve the sanctity of the borial 
ground. In this small plot are buried 
officers and men of the British and 
Iffdian regiments. Only three tomb- 
stones and five mural tablets record 
their interment, and of the latter two 
are recently cut copies of the original 
inscriptions which time, and to 
be feared acts of ism, bi 
ly effaced. ‘The very scantiness of 
these records of the dead lends an at- 
mosphere of pathos to the ground. 














'y.| The records of the dead warriors may 


possibly exist still in the musty archives 
Ef the nation in whose service they died ; 
but here names only, and but « few of 
them, are chronicled, and only « swall 
umber of the graves are indicated by 
mounds. Hardly a peaceful spot—t 

‘consecrated acre—for from behind the 
grim and crambling walls above comes 
the hum of « populous city, and day 
and night the noise of traffic reaches. it 
from the fore side of the fosse. The 











most conspicuous monument, which is 

sadly in need of repair, marks the grave 

of a child. Its inscription, thoogh 

worn and almost obliterated in parts, 

can still be made out. Tt reads : 
Sacred to the Memory of 

cronoz pavooy 

who departed this life on 15th August 
1868, 

‘Aged nine years and three months.” 

“ Grieve not for me my parents dear, 

Tam not desd, but sleeping bere. 
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I was not yours, but Christ’s alone ; 
He loved me best and took me home.” 
is monument is erected by his 
affectionate parents, of H.M.’s 67th 
Regiment.” 

‘At the eastern fringe of the cemetery 
s plainer granite stone is erected to| 
the memory of Pte. Thomas Floyde, of 
the 31st Regiment, a native of Ireland, 
who died on February 11, 1863. 
“May be rest in peace” runs the 
scription at the foot. 

The only other stone lies face up- 
yards on the soil, though the plinth 
from which it has been wrested still 
remains. In scarce legible letters it 
records the death on July 6, 1863, of 
Ind Cpl. J. Horrocks, of the 8th 
Company, Royal Engineers, — who 
“served daring the campaign of 1860 
in North-China.” 

‘A large wooden plaque, from 
which wind and weather have almost 
effaced the lettering, is still embedded 
in the city wall. The inscription has 
been recut on # granite tablet, and 
reads : 











“To the memory of the officers and 
privates of the

HB. M.’s 3st Regiment. 

7th Regiment.

“To the memory of the officers and 
men of H.B.M,’s 19th Beloochee Regi- 
ment, who died at Shanghai the 
years 1862-3.” 

Simple records these, and incom- 
plete. Yet it seems no paradox, in this 
soldiers’ cemetery, that the grave of s 
little child should have the most pro- 
minent place. We know not how the 
warriors who sleep here came by their 
death ; whether it was from the wounds 
or hardships of the campaign against 
the Taipings, or from cholera or the 
other diseases which laid so many low. 
Tn olden days it was the custom to 
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bury the desd outside the city walls ; 
in this primitive burisl-ground the 
ancient custom comes to life again. 
‘Whether the paths of glory, or the not 
less exacting paths of duty, led the 
soldiers who rest here to their graves we: 
do not know ; their names are forgotten, 
their tombs too long have been 
neglected ; all we can say of each one

THE 
BURMAH-YUNNAN 
RAILWAY SCHEME. 





Earl Minto, in s recent speec: at 
Bhamo, took » very sanguine view of 
the railway project which is to link 
Barmah with Fiona. His Excellency 
hoped that “he was not too ambitious 
in looking forward to # future when, 
with the good-will and co-operation of 
the Chinese Imperial Government, the 





line might connect not only Bhamo| gi 


with Tengyueb, but eventually with 
Talifu ond Yiinnan, to the in 
advantage of the commercial interests 
‘and friendly relations of the populations 
‘on both sides of the frontie Now 
‘sarvey for a 2-ft. 6-in. or 2-ft. railway 
1as certainly been made to Tengyueh 
(Momein), and a reconnaissance has 
been carried as far as Talifu ; but if we 
fare to depend upon the co-operation 
of the Chinese Government many 
years will probably pass before even 
‘a small locomotive steams beyond 
Tengyneh. We have yet to get the 
Tine laid to the latter place, and funds: 
‘ean scarcely be forthcoming at once for 
‘such a project when the demands for the 
construction of new railways in India 
itself are sn insistent. There is, too, 
ine expenditure to be faced in 
the immediate future, and Pablic Works: 
always suffer when a crisis of this kind 
‘occurs. Given the connexion with 
‘Tengyueh, the further consideration 
will arise as to whether line onward 
wonld pay. It would be very expensive 
to build, and it would have to face the 
serions competition of the French rail- 
‘way which will actually be finished in 
1910, Yiionanfu being thus placed in 
touch with the seaboard of Anam. 
The French were first on the 
field in the race to secure the trade 
of Yiinnan and Szechuan, and it’ 
‘seems too late now to try and overtake 
them. The Bhamo-Tengyueh line 
should have been begun ten or fifteen 
‘years but unluckily the Lashio- 
‘Kunlon route to China was preferred at 
‘that time, and the result has been most 
disappointing. We have not a single 
mite of railway in Chinese territory 
bordering on Burmah, while the French 
have pushed their line well into Yiinnan. 
It would be pleasant to share Lord 
Minto’s hopefulness, bat it is to be 
































feared that the projected line from 
Bhamo will never rise into a project of 
the first importance.—' The Pioneer,” 





A PERILOUS VOYAGE 


The Norwegian steamer Admiral 
Borresen arrived at Nagasaki on the 
13th instant for repairs made necessary 
by an encounter with » tidal wave in 
the Pacific Ocean, According to # 
statement made by Captain Winsnes, 
‘Master of the vessel, she left, Portland, 
Oregon, on October’ 10, for Taku Bar, 
aden with lumber, about one-quarter 
of her cargo being carried on deck. 


On November 1 bad weather 
was encountered, The following day, 
when in Lat. N. ng. 
W. 177.12, a huge breaker— 


resembling a’ tidal wave—strack the 
ship and practically wrecked the in- 
terior. The bridge and kindred fittings 
were demolished and the chart-house 
only remained. Tho funnel was not 
swept overboard but it was soverely 
strained. The cargo on deck shifted 
and in order to right the vessel some 
of the crew volunteered to cut some of

Fortunately the door was burst open 
by the weight of water and she was 
rescued, bat in unconscious con- 
dit The ship's machinery was 

ed and in many instances thrown 
out of gear by the disaster. The 
steering apparatus was seriously 
affected, thus severely handicapping the 
vessel in its fight against the storm, 
which did not subside until Novem- 
ber 8. The cargo, which had 
been jettisoned, damaged the sides 
‘of the vessel and also, it is believed, 
the propeller, which did not work 
properly afterwards, In the damaged 
state of the vessel it was deemed impos- 
sible to continue the voyage to Taku 
‘and it was decided to make for » Japan 
port where repairs could be effected. 
This, however, proved impossible and 
the ship was taken to Honolulu, where 
she arrived on November 20 and the 
more urgent damages were attended to. 
‘The voyage was then resumed to 
Nagasaki, vid Moji, and she will prob- 
‘ably undergo thorough re t that 
port.—* The Nagasaki Press.

Bombay 'Yarn.—Our last circular 
which was issued on the 6th instant 
gave promise of a quiet market in view 
of the approaching New Year Holidays, 
but the unexpected has Inckily come 
to pass. The first week passed off 
without any business of interest, but 
the resumption of inquiry on the part of 
Szechuan dealers during the latter part 
of the fortnight, coupled with a weleome: 
demand from the River ports—notably 
the Kiangse Province—has infused 
fresh life into the market. Importers 
have, as  rale, shown more willingness 
to meet buyers in view of the more 
steady position of exchange as a result 
of which the turn-over during the period 
has exceeded expectations, the sales

registered amounting to no less than 
8,000 bales. Business put through has 
been mainly for delivery after the New 
Year. Apart from these spot transac- 
tions some Chinese middlemen have, we 
hear, entered into forward contracts to 
the extent of 10,000 bales. 

Owing to discouraging news from 
Tientsin, the superior varieties of 10s. 
Spinnings do not find buyers and values. 
have consequently dropped Tls. 13/2. 
At this discount, however, Szechuan 
buyers have taken some picked chops.

¢ willingly paid an advance of Tis. 
asked by holders. A feature 
calling for special notice is the encourag- 
ing demand for No, 128. Spinnings 
which remained more or less neglected 
for some time past and it is satisfactory 
to note that no less 2,000 bales 
have been taken by Kiangse merchants 
at hardening rates. There is hardly 
anything doing in No. 16s. No. 20s. 
continue to enjoy popularity ; but buyers| 
do not feel inclined to advance on pre- 
sent prices which are considered the 
maximum, 

The statistical position, it is gratify- 
ing to record, is slowly though steadily 
The figures below 
‘n approximate idea of the present 
stock of different counts ; No. 6s. 1,000 
bales, No. 10s. 30,000 bales, No. 12s. 
10,000 bales, No. 16s, 7,000 bales, 
No. 20s. 12,000 bales, aggregating 
60,000 bales compared with 115,000 
baler for the same time Inst year. 
Clearances continue to be satisfactory, 
but the uncleared cargo hardly exceeds 
15,000 bales. The forecast made by 
our Liverpool friends regarding Cotton 
has at last been realized, Mid-American 
being to-day quoted as high as 6.48d. 
spot. We hear that some large 
speculators have the control of the 
market, and considering the strong 
bull wanipulations now on, we should 
not be surprised if 7d, is shortly reached. 
The Government Report published last 
‘month finally estimates the Indian Cot- 
ton Crop at 2,900,000 bales compared 
with 4,800,000 bales last season. 
The favourable advices from Shanghai 
have supported the Bombay Yarn Mar- 
ket and although rates have not hard- 
ened in view of the stocks accumulating: 
with many mills in Bombay, about 
10,000 bales have changed hands at. 
carrent rates—inostly for near do- 
liveries. Our market closes firm with 

good business passing. The outlook 
is decidedly favourable, and if Silver 
keeps up we have hopes of witnessing a 
more active and vigorous condition of 
affairs after the New Year.

GERMAN CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, January 18. 
Before L. Hetxtze Esq., Vice-Consul,

Mr. F. Ellis appeared for the 
plaintiff and Mr. Mabnfeldt for the 
defendants. 

This case which first wae heard 
in Court on December*9 last, was 
an action by which Mr. William Heck 
claimed the amount of $4,918.05 from 





























Messrs. Arnhold Ki & Co. for 
wrongfal dismissal, and asked the Court | 
to give judgement to the effect that 
Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg & Co. should 
pay him that amount and also the costs 
of the suit. The claim was founded on 
an agreement dated London July 
4 1906. By this  agreement| 
defendants engaged plaintiff for a 
period of three years to date from the 
day of plaintiff's arrival at Shang- 
hai, which was August 20, 1906. 
Plaintiff was dismissed by defendants 
on October 15 1907, and his claim 
was the amount of the salaries duc 
to him for the remaining part of the 
contract from October 16, 1907, 
until August 20 1909. Plaintiff 
alleged that he was engaged by defend- 
‘ants in London as a shorthand-writer 
and typist only, but that very soon 
after arriving at Shanghai, he was em-| 
ployed not only as @ shorthand-writer 
and typist, but also with a great 
variety of other work, such ss transla- 
tion of letters and documents from 
Gennan into English and from English 
into German, keeping order books for 
‘the export department, calculating 
prices ie prirtbess and sale of export 
articles, and especially decoding of 
English, German and French telegrams 
handed in to and sent off by defendants, 
the decoding to be done from a number 
of codes some of which very complicated, 
for which work # good knowledge of all 
these three languages was indispensable, 
Plaintiff alleged that he did all ‘th 

work with pleasure in the hope that his 
willingness to do this work, which was 
imposed upon him contrary to the verbal 
agreements, would considerably improve 
his position, But his expectations 
were not realized. In September lest 
a change in the cable work took place, 
by which the cable service was regularly 
brought to a conclusion at about 6 
o'clock every day. This was resented by 
plaintiff, and he said he would do the 
late work only in case his salary, which 
was thea $225.8 month, was immedia- 
tely raised to $300 « month. 

Mr. Ellis in his address to the Court 
said that the defendants’ contention 
was that they were justified in dismise- 
ing the plaintiff for his persistent re- 
fusal to carry out what they considered 
were his duties. In support of that con-_ 
tention the evidence of Mr. Stampff had 
exaggerated the condition of things. 
Mr. Stampf had referred to the 
plaintiff leaving the office at five o'clock 
and to the position of difficulty in which 
he had placed the defendants by refus- 
ing to do a particular kind of work, 
namely that of attending to the cable- 
grams, by saying that there was no one 
else in the office who could do it. That 
‘was not quite correct as counsel believed. 
there was a gentleman in the office who 
was specially entrusted with cable work. 
The statement that Mr. Heck had left 
his employers in great difficulties was 
not carrect. Plaintiff was entitled to 
refuse to do this cable work because he 
had been engaged as a shorthand-writer 
and typist. 

‘Mr. Mabnfeldt addressing the Court 
on behalf of the defendants contended 
that the plaintiff had refused to attend to 
many cablegrams stating that he would 

















not do any work after five o'clock. 
These telegrams to which he refused to 
attend related to business of great im- 
portance. The plaintiff was engaged 
not only as a stenographer and typist 
but as a general clerk and therefore he 
should have performed the work he was 
‘asked to do. 

‘The Court gave judgement for the 
defendants with costs.

he was not in any way a quarreleome 
man, he was very even-tempered.

1 wason leave on 
Sundsy sod was not on board the 
hulk. His death was reported to me 
‘at my house at 9.30 p.m. on Sunday 
by River Police constable. I went 
on board the hulk immediately and 
found that the doctor and s sick- 
berth attendant from H: M. S. Astrea 
were on board and had rendered 
first aid.

The fire 
broke out suddenly at 5.45 a.m. the pre- 
ionsday and the bean-shop and several 
adjoining shops were quickly destroyed. 
The contents of the bean-shop were in- 
sured for Tls. 1,500, but none of the con- 
tents of the adjoining shops was insured. 
When witness arrived at the scene of 
the fire he heard some of the neigh- 
toors openly accuse the first defendant 
of anion. It was said also that he had 
been seen pouring kerosene oil over the 
ground floor of the premises. Inquir- 
ies had been made as to the defendant's 
past record and it had been ascertained 
that daring the last few years he had 
been connected with no fewer than six 
fires. One fire occurred at a shop in 
Honan Road where he was manager and 
be secured Tis. 3,500 from the Insurance 
Company. Two years ago he was also 
managing a shop in another part of 
Seward Road where a fire occurred ; 
twenty houses were destroyed and out 
of aclaim of Tis. 5,000 for insurance 
be obtained Tis. 4,800. Afterwards 
the man took over the present shop 
where there bad been three fires, all of 
which had been extinguished by the 
ueighbonrs. Defendant admitted that 
the fires bad occurred, but said they 
were put out by the inmates.

McDowell proceed to detail the where- 
abouts of the accused on the night 
bofore the fire and compared them with 
accused's own statement. Defendant 
alleged that he was on the premises at 
the time of the alarm and that he 
jumped from a verandsh 13 ft 
thongh he now bore no signs of 
‘The books belonging to the shop were 
all saved. The inmates of the house 
appeared to be fully dressed at the time 
of the fire, while their neighbours were 
only partially dressed. 

‘The Magistrate questioned the 
defendant, who alleged that the fire was 
caused through the carelessness of an 
employee. 

The evidence of several neighbours 
was heard in confirmation of Inspector 
McDowell's statement as to the previous 
fires on the premises and as to the 
kerosene oil being thrown abuat. 

‘The first defendant was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment, with hari 
labour, and expalsion from the Settle 
ment, ‘and the second defendant to wo 
years’ imprisonment, with hant laboor.

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THE ART OF 
" CONVERSATION. 


January 24. 
Amonc many changes brought 
upon us by the new century it is 
worth while to spare a moment’s 
thought for one noted in a recent 
number of “ The Spectator,” which 
is likely to have more far-reaching 
effects than the retired nature of 
the society concerned in it might 
seem to suggest. “Talk at country 
tea-tables”—we read—“is not 
what it used to bs. Gossip no 
longer plays a pre-eminent part. 
Larger subjects form the staple of 
interest.” It is further observed 
that this change is general ; and 
two main explanations are offered. 
First, the new virtue of tolerance 
(counterpart, wo might add, of 
that habit of sentimentalism which 
is a feature of modern political 
life) is conspicuous at the tea table : 
“a witty defence will bring down 
the house, and to dismiss a victim 
of popular censure without a stain 
on his or her character is a far 
greater triumph than any to which 
ill-nature can lay claim.” Irre- 
sistibly we are reminded of Mrs. 
Candour who bewailed that “the 
world is so censorious,” and was 
herself the most censorious of all. 
But let that pass in view of 
second reason, which is that 
new education has largely counter 
acted the acidity for which the 
gossip of women used to be fa- 
mous.” Are we to expect a new 
version of Les Femmes Savantes? 
The ladies of the country tea-table 
are no longer likely to throw them- 
selves into contortions over anyone 
who knows Greek ; but for ethics, 
(“women who think at all ap- 
proach every subject from the 
ethical point of view”), their 
appetite is only equalled by the 
complete fearlessness with they 
assault and, to their own satis- 
faction, overcome the most alarming 
subjects. Onceagain we are remind- 
ed of the modern fashion of serious- 
ness at Oxford where, it is said, 
“ beardless boys are seen discus- 
sing matters fit for statesmen with 
the gravity of archbishops.” Ignor- 
ance, after all, is not necessarily an 




















obstacle to lively conversation. 
Thought has a wonderful knack of 
growing by the mere use of words ; 
and many a man in quitting an 
argument bas beon surprised, not 
at his own moderation but at the 
abundance of his knowledge. 

If these things are so, the first 
conclusion which we may be tempt- 
ed to draw is that they will entail 
a severe loss to novelists, What. 
will become of virtue, if there is 
no longer any background of local 
envy and misconception to enhance 
by contrast its merits? What of 
the heroine's thirst for adventure, 
when she hears no “ prurient scream 
of moral-minded colonels ” to defy? 
But on second thoughts the change 
in country conversations may give 
pauso for reflexion in the .towns ; 
in London: in every big centre 
where a continual duty of “ paying 
calls” at the rate of nine or ten 
to the afternoon debars human 
creatures from the exchange of all 
but the most obvious catchwords— 
or of gossip. It is told of Herbert, 
Spencer thata notable feature of his 
conversation was to keep clear 
of personalities. But philosophers 
must superior to the 
weaknesses of ordinary mortals 
or they cease to be philo- 
sophers, and “The Spectator's ” 
excuse for gossip,— is there any 
sabject larger than human nature ?”” 
—contains much consolation for 
the weaker vessels. Yet we are all 
agreed that English conversational 
powers admit of plentiful improve- 
ment. Congreve's “ Way of the 
World,” or any play of the same 
period (with due allowance for 
its grosser tastes), is evidence 
presumptive that Englishmen have 
been able to talk, and bril- 
liantly. But in the days of 
Charles II men were more content’ 
“to exist beautifully” (like the 
Postlethwaites and Maudles of the 
early 1890's) than they are to- 
day. Action is fatal to speech : 
and the English principle to do, 
rather than to talk, is reinforced 
against the seductions of conversa- 
tion by the national horror of self- 
obtrasion and the national pose of 
nil admirari. On the other hand 
there is no society in which “ a hit,

‘a palpable hit” in conversation is 
received with so much relish as the 
English. We treasure the spoken 
witticisms of a Sydney Smith or 
Douglas Jerrold for years after their 
written works have sunk into for- 
getfulness: and while this is 
chiefly a just tribute to our sense of 
humour, it might be taken as some 
sign that we envy the gift and in 
secret should not be sorry to be 
able to talk a little too. 

It is a cloud on the reputation 
‘of some of the greatest talkers that 
their habit of“ holding forth,” of 
wishing to monopolize the attention 
of the table, spoiled them as true con- 
versationalists. As Sydney Smith 
said of Macaulay, “it is true that 
he overflows with wit and wisdom, 
and then he stands in the 
slops.” Contrast with this Bach’s 
idea ofa perfect fugue: “It is 
like the conversation of four well- 
bred persons each of whom has his 
contribution to make to the har- 
mony of the whole discussion with- 
out undue preponderance.” That 
is surely the ideal of conversation ; 
although it contains an element of 
danger in the last three words 
which, if taken too seriously, might 
reduce the party to utter silence. 
In that extremity wo can only pray 
for the advent of one of those per- 
sons who possess the ray faculty of 
making others talk without talking 
themselves. Sucha gnest will be 
popular at every table, for bis or her 
particular art of conversation is not 
to be learnt any more than that 
other gift of being all things to all 
men which it usually accompanies, 
if it does not. actually: presuppose. 
To attempt adaptability is, for the 
average cast-iron nature, to suc~ 
ceed only in being gracious, or, 
what is worse, affable. In fact, to 
make any special preparation for 
what we are going to say at a din- 
ner or luncheon party—as for ex- 
ample, with old volumes of “Panch”” 
or a few odd pages of the En- 
eyclopaedia—is to endanger al 
spontaneity of conversation, and to 
create only the impression of a 
pulpit or a geamophone. Yet it 
might be argued with equal force 
that when so much thought is given 
to what goes into our mouths it is 
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inconsistent to leave chance to de- 
cide what shall come out ; and if 
allof us cold live up to the stan- 
dard of Coleridge, who deolared that 
be vould never lecture on any sub- 
ject which he bad studied for the 
fint time even so recently as six 
months before the date of speaking, 
there is no doubt that our conversa~ 
tions would be very improving. Mean-

KOREAN COMPLIOATIONS. 
As an illustration of the difficulties 
under which Japanese officials conduct 
their duty in Korea “ The Seoul Press 
pablishes the following incident 
“Mr Yi chai, a gentleman of 
noble birth, having his landed estate 
in @ suburb of Seoul, unlawfully oc-| 
cupied by ® certain Min, had- to 
fight for his rights before the law 
courts, The case finally came up to 
the Supreme Court where decision was 
given only a few days ago. To the 
great surprise of Mr. Yi, whose title to 
the land could not be disputed by any 
legal authority, the decision of the 
Coart was against him. He at once 
‘went to the Court and saw some Korean 
jodges there and asked for an 
explanation. ‘They asserted with mach 
show of sympathy that they had 
een forced to make the decision, 
which they thought iniquitous, owing 
to the strong pressure brought to bear 
upon them by their Japanese colleague. 
ea wontd have satisfied most Korean’ 
litigators; but Mr. Yi knew better. 























He straightway went to tho office of 
the Japanese official in question, Mr. 
Jnstice Miyake, and told him what he 
had heard from the Korean judges. This 
was a great surprise to Mr. Miyake. He 
produced from his drawer his own cop) 
of the decision in which Mr. Yi' 
was definitely recognized and the un- 
lawfal usurper ordered to hand over 
the property to the rightful owner. 
The document had evidently been 
falsified. Mr. Miyake, who was natar- 
ally very indignant, called on his 
leagues and demanded an 
explanation. They had to confess their 
guilt.”

KWANGTUNG RAILWAYS. 


At last the new railway from Sanning 
to Kungkik has been opened, and the 
ceremony was carried through, not 
without a hitch, on’ the 6th instant. 
‘This new line is not a long one, as it 
covers only about forty miles. The 
capital of the Chinese Company, which 
has undertaken the task, amounts to 
$2,600,000, of which $2,000,000 has 
been subscribed in America and the 
ining $600,000- has come from 
Chinese merchants in Hongkong. A 
large part of the money subscribed by 
the Chinese in the States has been re- 
tained there in order to buy the neces- 
sary plant. . This railway was conceived 
originally in order to connect tl 
land town of Sanning with the mai 
river of the delta, and thus by water 
communication with Canton and Hong- 
kong. Sanning is a very old town 
and appears to be very dilapidated. 
But many rich Chinese live there, and 
no doubt with the opening of the new 
Tine the district will revive. At the 
other end, the projectors of the line in- 
tend to build @ new town. In other 
words, at first, although there is 
little “more than s terminus, it 
thought that streets and stores will 
‘soon appear and, therefore, the builders 
of the line have anticipated what will 
happen, and have laid out the city 
after the manner of cities in America. 
‘The day of the opening ceremony was 
made the occasion for belauding the 
work and the workers. One of the 
Chinese speakers (old his audience that 
perhaps in no country has such a piece of 
work. surrounded with so many difficul- 
ties, been put through in so short a 
space of time. It was also a matter of 
congratulation that this piece of line 
was built by the Chinese alone. They 
had cut through mountains and bridged 
rivers and no foreigners had a hand 
in the pie. It appears, however, that 
several foreign gentlemen who were 
invited to take part in the opening 
ceremonies had rather a bad time of it. 
In other words, the arrangements 
broke down, and things were somewhat 
tangled. First of all the train stuck on 
the line at one point coming back to- 
wards the river, and when at last the 
river's bank was reached, and the launch 
was boarded, it was found that the tide 
had retreated, and so the launch 
stuck in the mud here and there. By 
the time the party reached Kongmun, 

here they expected to join the Hong- 

ong steamer, it had gone, and so they

MUNICIPAL 
EDUCATION, 





‘The first of what it is hoped will 
& series of interesting debates, 
took place at the Foreign Y. M. C. A. 
day afternoon. The Rev. C. E. 
Darwent took the chair, on the unani- 
mous vote of all present. The subject 
chosen for the debate was: “That 
Municipal education is subversive of 
the highest development of family life, 
and in therefore opposed to the true 
interests of the community. 

This was moved by the Rev. A. J. 
Walker, seconded by Mr. Middleton, 
and opposed by Mr. G. 8. Foster 
Kemp. 

The Rey. A. J. Walker first put the 
quest ion in another form: was the 

tate responsible for the education of 
ehildren or not? He would only deal 
with two classes of children, those up to 
sight years of age and those between 
eight and fifteen, In the ideal family 
the mother would devote some of her 
time daily to the education of her 
younger children, and the father would 
‘spend as much of his time as possible 
at home. Unfortunately it was now 
becoming the fashion to send children 

‘sway from home to be educated, as 
boing a6 poedble ; parents duliberately 
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came a time in most cases, however, 
when the parent was n0 longer able to 
‘educate the child, but bad to share that. 
ibility with the teacher. What 
red ize was that the 
balance of responsibility should always 
remain with the parent. Some of the 
greatest men owed their character't 
their home influence and education 
during early years. 

Mr. G. 8. F. Kemp contended that 
municipal education did not take the 
control out of the hands of the parents. | 
The earliest form of education was 
simply to teach children to be as usefal 
as possible to the family. Then for 
years Christian children had to learn in 
heathen schools. Plato advocated th 
the whole system of education should 
be handed over to the State. In the! 
Middle ages schools were practically in 
the hands of the monks, and the xpeak- 
er drew a comparison between thoxe 
who received their education in the 
monastery, and those who received it in 
the castle. Jobo Sturm was one of 
the first educationalists to recognize 
that it was not neceseary all 














The nations that took the lead at the 
present day all had State edu: 
‘and this was one of the responsibilities 
that the State should undertake. 

Mr. Middleton seconded Mr. Walk- 
e's proposal, by saying that the 
teaching of the home instilled morality. 
At State schools children were taught 
all kinds of things that they did not 
want to know, and would never need. 

A lively discussion followed, in the 
course of which Mr. R. G. Dowie, 
Mr. Hartly, andthe Rev. C. E. Da: 
‘went opposed the motion. 

One member caused considerable 
amusement by suggesting that the 
matter should be left to the children 
themselves, as old age was the beat 
time for study.

THE RACIAL 
CORNER OF CHINA. 





‘A correspondent who haa been récent- 
ly in the sonth-west corner of China 
weods us the following communica 
tion :— 

From an ethnological point of 
view I suppose few parts of tho 
earth are wrapped in more mystery 
than the 8. W. corner of China— 
Yunnan, Kweichow and part of 
Szechuan. A few travellers have st- 
tempted to elucidate this most in- 
teresting subject ; missionaries have, 
of late, commenced to interest them- 
welres ‘in the tribes people—seeking to 
learn their languages, habite, modes of 
life ete.—still the outer world (and 
the inner too) has bnt » saperficisl 
knowledge of this racial corner, and I 
suppose no one would attempt to 
classify or even enumerate the great 
host of different tribes inhabiting the 
greater part of 8 W. Chin 

TheRev. 8. Clarke,0.1.M., Kweiyang, 
has interested himself in the tribes of 
Central K-weichow for several years, 
more especially the Chongja and kin- 
dred tribes, and has mastered one or 
more of their languages. 

The B. & F. Bible Society has even 
published his Chongja translation of 
Bt. Matthewa's Gospel. The Rev. 8, Pol~ 
lard of Chaotong, Yiionan, has gived 
himself more to the Miao tribes, which 
in response to his earnest appeals in 
their own tongue have largely accepted 
Christ and Christianity. The Miso 
‘work atretches from Anshuen, in K wei- 
chow, to Chaotong, in Yinnan, and 
from both sides it is energetically push~ 
ed. The Rev. R. Adam, of Anshuen,and 
coworkers have thousands of Miso 
ander the influence of Christianity and 
civilization. 

‘Two days’ journey north of Yiinnante 
there are large colonies of Miao, and 
the Rev. A. J. Nichols, C.1.M., has 
commenced work amongst them’ with 
Similar results — whole-hearted, almost |! 
‘ational, acceptance of Christianity and 
sccompanying civilization. 

* Mach success bas also accompanied 
the tribes work in the Panghai and 
other districts in Eastern Kweichow. 

‘The Chinese distinguish between the 
the various tribes by names more or 
lees appropriate to the distinguishing 
rent tribes, 

‘Thus:—The watery Miao, the black 
Mes the white Mico, the flowery Miao 























“Te Hwa-miao tribe seems to have 
ben the lowest and most despived 
hitherto. They are industrions, Iaw- 
abiding, and very intelligent. ‘They 
inbabit the: mountainous parts, pies 
only the bardiest cereals will grow, and 
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body - Mach of theif earnings 
‘goes to pay for the land they rent from 
the Chitiese or Nosa “ Iand-owners.” 
Another ‘extensive tribe is the Mingja 
tribe, found mostly all: over Yiionan, 
jeven’ close to the city of Yénnanfa, 
They are a little more respected, as they 
generally try to imitate the Chinese 
in drees and habits. They stick to 
their own language, however, which is 
almost entirely unknown to foreigners, 
thongh used by possibly two million 
. There are numerous other 
scattered all over Yionan and Kwei- 
chow—the Shan, Nosa(or Lolo), Liso, 
Nutze, Lahma, Movo, ete, ete. ; in 
fact the.greater part of the rural popu- 
lation of Yiinnan and Kweichow is

Many can speak every-day cee; ' 
‘many cannot, 

"They havo little or no say in the 
affairs of the country ; most of them 
are debarred from the ordinary means 
of education ; have but little chance of 
justice in lawsuits; and dare seldom 
‘appeal to officials when wronged, as 
they are regarded as “wild people,” 
“barbarians” and #0 ov. They are 
often treated with contempt and cruel 
injustice. They move shyly out and 
in amongst the roling class—the 
Chinese—and only feel “at home 
away from them up amongst th 
mountains and in out-of-the-way dis 
tricts. 

‘And yet they form the best 
part of — the population — the 
tuost industrious and law-abiding— 
with the possible exception of the Nowa; 
or Lolo tribe, living north of the 
Yangtze. 

They love peace and pursue it. In 
fact they have given up lands and 
pleasant homes for peace sake, and yet 
they are being stamped ax lawless, 
“riotous” and “barbarous. One ix 
told to shun and avoid them. The 
Chinese seem to resent for’iguers 
taking any notice of them. ‘They dis 
like that missionaries shall take any 
interest in them, no matter how nn- 
selfish their motives may be. 

Althongh the tribes people may 
ite the missionary snd do all io 
ir power to make him feel welcome, 
the Chinese (officials) will warn him 
trom going ; call him back if gone, or 
threaten him with trouble that is” sure 
ty follow contamination with barbarians, 
and generally they (the Chinese) 
have arranged to verify their state- 
ments in the past.

Mr. 8. H. McKean appeared for the 
Crown Advocate (Mr. H. P. Wilkin- 
son), who prosecuted. 

Inspector Matheson represented the 
Police. 
Defendant stated that his counsel, 
‘Mr. Frost, was detained at the Mixed 
Court. Mr. Frost expected to be in 
attendance by eleven o'clock, so he 
asked for an adjournment until 11 
o'clock. 

Mr. McKean offered no objection.

ie “8. Tung ssid that his name was 
Chee San-tung and he was a piecegoods 
tod sundries salesman in the ‘employ of 
Messrs. Geddes & Co. He was a mem- 
ber of the Shanghai Watch Clab. He 
joined on August 9, 1907. He was 
told he had to make a payment every 
week and that whenever his number 
was drawn he would not havo to pay 
any more, but would be entitled toa 
watch. If his number was not drawn 
he was to pay $40, when he would bo 
entitled to @ watch of the value of $40. 
Hemade payments up to December 7. 
Witness produced his receipts for instal- 
ments. The last two receipts were 
signed by defendant as Manager. On 
‘December 7 witness drew a watch and 
his name and number were published 
and circulated as the winner of s watch. 
Witness was not in Shanghai at the 
time. On January 21 he went to 
Messrs, Hope Bros., and they said that 
they had nothing to do with it and 
told him to go to No, 44 Szechuen 
Road. He went to the latter address: 
and found the door locked. He had 
never received a watch. 

Cross-examined—Witness did not 
apply for a watch before January 21. 
When he went to 44 Szechuen Road the 
door was locked, but there was a large 
number of Chinese outside. These 
Chinese wanted to get their watches. 
Witness had never seen accused be- 
fore. 

Re-examined—The money was col- 
lectéd eawh week by » Chinesd shroff. 











By the Court—Witness did not apply 
for s watch before because he was told 
that he could wait until his second 
ticket won or until he had paid 
$40. He had paid $24 in the second 
clab, but it was not yet finished. 
Witness went on January 21 because he 
was told that there was a notice in 
the papers asking members of the 
Watch Club to go and get their watches. 
Yih Yung-chung deposed that he 
an accountant in Tientsin Road. 
He was a member of the Shanghai 
Watch Club, having joined in March, 
1907. Witness was told to make weekly 
payments of $1 and that if his peteresd 
‘was not previously drawn after making 
payments amounting to $40 he would 
be entitled to a watch or an order on 
Messrs. Ullmann & Co. for goods value 
$40. Witness paid $40 and the order 
was given to him and he was told to 
get $40 worth of goods from Messrs. 
Ullmann & Co. Witness presented the 
order for the goods three days ago. 
Witness wanted to get some les, 
bat Messrs. Ullmann & Co. had not 
the goods he required and he left. 
On January 22 he called again and 
he was asked if ho was going to 
pay cash or if he had s Watch 
Club order. Witness said that he had 
© Watch Clnb order snd then he 
was told that he had better go and 
see Mr. Wilkinson. Witness had never 
received a watch or goods of the 
value of $40 from the Watch Club. 
Witness had paid $40, but he had 
not received anything in return. 
Cross-examined—Witness did not 
go before the 20th instant because 
he was in Shaoshing. Some Chinese 
at Messrs Ullmann & Co's. told him 
to go to the office of Mr. Wilkinson. 
By the Court.—The first time wit- 
ness went to Messrs. Ullmann & Oo.'s 
he did not present the order. He 
wanted to select his goods first. He 
did not tell anybody at Messrs. Ullmann 
& & ’g that he had this order. 
‘M. Bernheim stated that he was 
manager to Messrs. Ullmann & Co. 
He had seen the accused before and 
had had business transactions with him. 
Mr. Thomas went to see witness on 
January 14 in order to purchase some 
watches. Defendant purchased thirty 
watches and asked witness to send them 
to his office, together with a receipted 
bill. Witness did so. The bill was 
retained and the watches, but the goods 
were not paid for. The shroff retarned 
with the shroff's receipt. Two days 
‘afterwards the defendant went again to 
Messrs. Ullmann & Co.’s shop and 
purchased thirty-six watches and they 
were delivered together with the 
bill. The watches were retained, but 
not paid for, Witness supplied the 
goods on the express condition that he 
should receive cash on delivery. Wit- 
ness knew that Mr. Thomas was the 
representative of the Shanghai Watch 
Club, and as such he negotiated with 
him aboot the payment of certain 
orders signed by him as manager of the 
Shanghai Watch Club. Mr. Thomas 
all witness on this matter about four 
weeks ago. He asked witness whether 
he would supply watches or goods 
‘against his ofders, and witness said that

he would under the conditions which 
had been stated to the Club before. 
The Shanghai Watch Club hed ap- 
proached witness once before and he 
told them on what conditions he would 
supply goods, but the negotiations did 
not result in any business being done 
then. It was agreed with Mr. Thomas 
that to save sending the orders 
every day they should be sent to 
the Watch Club for the money once a 
week and that they woald then pay 
for the orders witness had sccepted 
during the week in cash. When Mr. 
Thomas went to witness he was aware 
of this letter which witness had sent to 
the Watch Club. Defendant wrote to 
witness a letter in which he stated that 
he accepted these conditions which had 
been set out on # former date. Wit- 
ness cashed some of these orders and 
he sent them to the Watch Club until 
last Saturday. The Watch Club had 
paid up to the Saturday before, but 
they did not pay for all the orders 
which were accepted during the past 
week. They had not yet paid. They 
had paid for all orders’ up to Saturday 
the 11th instant. Since that date 
witness had prosented orders but they 
had not been paid. 
Cross-examined—All orders had 
been paid for up to the 11th instant. 
The sale of the watches was a cash sale. 
‘The value of the goods sold en the 14th 
of January was $270. All witness's 
transactions with the Shanghai Watch 
Club were cash transactions. When 
witness received the order on Jannary 16 
he knew that the watches received on 
January 14 had not been paid for. 
‘was only a matter of two days and he 
thought it was all right. Witness did 
not tell his shroff that if the money 
was not paid he was not to leave the 

















Mr. McKean asked that the prisoner 
be remanded. 

His Worship asked if counsel could 
not bring evidence that afternoon as to 
defendants connexion with the Watch 
Club, 

Mr. McKean said that he wished to 
make an investigation that afternoon.

& Cleaning Company, in whose store 
the hat was fonnd, produced his books 
mhich contained an entry that the hat 
was left at the store to be cleaned by 
Dah Yong-ching. Ho also stated that 
the hat in question had not been 
cleaned previously, 

Mr. Hopkins pointed ont that at the 
Inst hearing it had been stated that 
Messrs. Liebe, Wulff & Co. had 
not sold a panama hat on the 
date mentioned, and it was farther 
stated that when the 
left the hat at the dry-cleaning establish- 
ment, he gave no name, but ssid that 
he was employed by a German master. 
The receipt from Messrs. Liebe, Wulff & 
Co. and the entry in the books of the dry- 
cleaning store proved that both those 
assertions by the prosecutors were in- 
correct. If the Court desired it, four 
foreign and several Chinese witnesses 
would give evidence that the defendant 
had worn a panama hat for two seasons. 

The Assessor said that if the receipt 
for the hat and the books of the dry- 
cleaning store had been produced at the 
last hearing, the Court would have had 
no hesitation in deciding that the hat 
was the defendant's property. The 
defendant could now claim the bat, 
and he thought that Mr. Markham

General,—It is worthy of note that, 
whereas the units generated have ip- 
creased but 10 per cent the units sold 
have increased over 20 per cent. It maj 
safely be said that the current year will 
show a still greater percentage difference 
‘on the increase of unite sold to units 
generated, which will be brought about 
by the higher efficiency in distribution 
throngh the introduction of the Berry 
Series Transformer System. 


Good progress has been made 
with the extensions at the Works.
